The Amateur Radio Emergency Service 
(ARES) is sponsored by the American Radio 
Relay League (ARRL), an amateur radio 
national organization. The ARES is de- 
signed to perform radio communications 
during and following emergencies or disas- 
ters that occur in the country. Each ARRL 
Section. such as Southern Florida, has a 
Section Emergency Coordinator (SEC) and 
assistant Emergency Coordinators (ECs), 
appointed t, the Section Manager. These 
coordinators oversee ARES operations with- 
in their respective areas. 

ARES Nets, consisting of amateur radio 
operators who call-in, are usually held on- 
the-air weekly. These nets are not affiliated 
with, or sponsored by, any area amateur 
radioclub. They operate independently within 
the ARES. Net members do not have to be 
members of the ARRL. Operations during 
Public Service events, such as parades and 
marathons, often include radio communica- 
tions concerning police, fire and medical 
types of emergencies, and provide excellent 
training for net members. 

The Amateur Radio Emergency Service 


The BLURB 


(ARES) cooperates very closely with the 
Radio Amateur Civil Emergency Service 
(RACES), and amateur radio operators are 
encouraged to become a member of both 
organizations. RACES operates under state 
and local Emergency Management Agen- 
cies (EMA), formerly known as Civil De- 
fense (CD), and is regulated by the FCC. The 
types of communications handled by the 
ARES during an emergency often are the 
same as those handled by RACES, however 
communications by the latter are restricted 
to government related activities. 

Recent major disasters, such as Hurri- 
cane Andrew, have made it evident that in 
large disasters local amateur operators re- 
quire additional assistance. While they have 
performed well, amateur radio assistance 
response in the past has been unorganized 
and uncoordinated. Therefore, a movement 
is under way to establish “quick response,” 
or “jump” teams consisting of operators 
trained as a team to go in and operate in 
disaster areas that they are unfamiliar with. 
These will consist of ARES/RACES teams. 
Radio equipment, and operating procedures 
will be standardized as much as possible for 
all of these teams.

America’s longest and richest single 
day bicycle race took place Sunday June 6th.

straight, but it may only be straight off the air.

The Novice and Technician question 
pools change on July 1. The new edition of 
ARRL’s NOW YOU’RE TALKING has a 
blue cover. We shouldn’t “help” prospective 
hams by giving them used copies of out- 
dated manuals. ARRL/VEC does not plan to 
charge a fee for Novice tests or for Techs 
taking the 5 wpm code test to gain HF 
privileges. 


The FCC will permit issuing of club and 
military station calls by organizations in the 
private sector which meet certain criteria. 
The Commission will begin accepting appli- 
cations in late July from organizations wish- 
ing to becallsign administrators. The League 
willapply, even though recovery of costs will 
not be allowed. Requests for club callsigns 
should not be sent to ARRL until a public 
announcement is made that a program is in 
effect. 


Amateur licenses begin to expire again 
in late 1993, when the first ten-year tickets 
reach their time limits. Because our licenses 
last so long, it is easy to forget when they 
expire. We all need to get back in the habit 
of checking the date once in a while. 


New hams can thank their teachers with 
an ARRL “Elmer Certificate.” Write to the 
Educational Activities Departmentat ARRL 
HQ and ask for one. Then spring it on 
“Elmer” or “Elmira” at the next club meet- 
ing! 


Have you been an ARRL member for 25 
years or more? The League awards attractive 
certificates and plaques to thank long-term 
members. Write tothe Awards Desk at ARRL 
HQ, stating how long you think you’ ve been 
amember, and listing any ex-callsigns under 
which your records might be found. 


NOVICE EXAMS COME UNDER VEC SYSTEM 

The FCC has announced that effective 
July 1, 1993, all Novice testing comes under 
the VEC system. The old two-examiner sys- 
tem must not be used after June 30! Three 
people with official Volunteer Examiner 
credentials will be required to give Novice 
tests. Generals are now permitted to become 
VEs, and they will be allowed to give Tech- 
nician tests (with or without code) as well as 
Novice exams. Generals are cordially invit- 
ed to become ARRL VEs. For information on 
how to get ARRL/VEC credentials, call 1- 
800-9-ARRL-VEC.
